Many QRPers have taken the plunge, heated up the soldering iron and tried 
their hand at a building project -both kit and home brew. Ninety-nine 
percent of first time builders then find it doesn't work (some of us 1000th 
time builders discover the same thing!!). We may also discover how much 
smoke can be stored inside a resistor or transistor!! At this point we need 
to rely on test equipment to help find the problem.

Hi Jim 

TNX for the reply. Your answer is sorta what I was thinking. 

I think I'll stick to "ugly" for the exact reason you mentioned 
because when I lay out an ANALOG schematic, I do my best to 


draw the parts on the sheet as if it were a copper board, 
knowing that the relative positions of the parts on paper 


will be the same relative positions on the PCB. Also, I never 

have multilayer parts on an UGLY board because it would be hard to 
trouble shoot. Anyway, I guess I have developed my own technique 

for UGLY like dead bug ICs; I clip the small leads that normally 
insert into a PCB; bend those pins down that go to ground and all the 
other pins bend horizontal with the chip body. Then solder directly 
onto the IC's tab pins (right side up). 


Maybe what I need to do (to prove to myself that I think I know what 
I'm doing HAHA) is build a 2N2/40 via UGLY style. Then we can have a 
contest at FDIM in the LAB and check performance vs manhattan <grin>. 


Better yet, how about a shootout; 2N2/40 vs multiPIG+.

My opinion-- 


Ugly is faster initially. Obviously, because you don't mess with pads, just 
put in the components. But you're normally going to put a little "eye" or 
something in the leads where they connect, for some mechanical strength and 
to hold ‘em together while you solder. 


That makes Ugly a little more difficult to take apart for modifications, 
though I guess you could just clip the leads. 


I'd imagine that the little bit of capacitance of pad-to-ground might be a 
small disadvantage with Manhattan. But I've never heard anyone suggest that 
it's a real problem at HF. 


I usually gravitate toward what's fastest, which would mean Ugly, but these 
days I find myself doing mostly Manhattan.

You can make it as full 
featured as you like, or as minimal as you like. If you want the KIO2 as 
"standard," just order it at the same time as the rig itself and treat it 
as the 4th "standard" board. 


So far, I haven't had a use for the KI02, and I've had my rig almost 4 
years. No, I'm not neanderthalic: I work for a THE big printer/PC 
manufacturer, live on a computer at work and have begun using Linux at 
home & Unix at work almost daily, and am not even 35 yet. I used to own a 
TenTec RX-320 PC-controlled receiver (awesome receiver!) but quickly grew 
tired of not having a real knob to spin (yeah, I know there were 
aftermarket devices).

I dunno Karl. When I learned code fast enough to pass the 20 wpm (back in 
the days when you took the test from a steely-eyed FCC examiner), it 
permanently altered my handwriting. I never write anything longhand 
anymore -- it's too slow! I just print very, very fast. I can print about 
25-30 wpm, but no one can read it but me. 


> After 9 years of college I had avoided learning how to type, how 
>to spell, how to paint. 


Who says you're too old to learn? Typing is a skill, and any skill only 
requires lots of practice. I taught myself to type with a manual 
typewriter in the eighth grade. No classes. I've now had 25+ years of 
daily typing sessions, so I can type 80-100 wpm. You can learn as well. 


> So today I must write longhand on paper when I 
>copy code. 


Ah, that's your mistake. I figured this out about 8 years ago. The key to 


copying QRQ code is simple -- throw your pencil away. Learn to copy in 
your head. 


None of the QRQ ops I know ever write anything down. I remember watching 
W7FB (ex-WOMHS) at Field Day one year for the Atlanta Radio Club. Dave 
would be talking to people while he was making contacts. He copied code 
just as you would listen to someone speak. 


The only way is with practice. Every time I get a chance to get on the 
radio, I try to practice copying code in my head. I can do OK in contest 
exchanges, although I often lose my place in conversational QSOs. 


> I tried using the computer to type what I was receiving in code 
>and it was a total failure! So another thing I didn't learn was that a 
>dit da makes my left little finger hit the a. 


The real good QRQ ops copy behind, so they don't tie the code directly to 
finger movements. They more or less copy entire words. 


> Last, the Koch random sending is very hard to copy. You can't 
>remember and predict what is next. But if you can copy this at 20 wpm 
>your going to copy plain text really well! 


Yup. True of any random text. That's why random 5 character groups are 
great practice.

In addition to what has already been said: 

It is interesting to note that the inductance of two series coupled 
inductances is.. 

L=L1+ L2 + 2M if they are connected aiding (in phase) 

and 

L = L1+ L2 - 2M if they are connect bucking (out of phase) 

Where M is the mustual inductance and M = Kxsqr(LixL2). 

K is the coeficient of coupling. 

Experimentally one can make the aiding reading and the bucking reading and 
if L1 and L2 is read separately, the two above equations can be solved 
simultaneously to get M. 

It is also interesting to note that if K=1 and L1 = L2, it proves that the 
total aiding inductance is equal the square of the turns ration when 
coupling is unity. 

I have made readings on two air wound inductors that have slightly different 
diameters so that they can be slid into each other for coupling and have 
come up with K=.8 when fully coupled while windings on toroids may get K=1

Hello Jim, Diz, and all, 


Far be it for me to disagree with a "Homebrew Master" like Jim, but my preference 
leans toward ugly construction techniques. 


I have used both methods successfully and agree that the Manhattan method lends 
itself to neatness and ease of troubleshooting, provided that the pad layout is 
well- 

planned. On the other hand, most of my "ugly" projects end up being quite neat as 
well. "Ugly construction" doesn't necessarily equate to hastily soldered together 
circuits, or wires flying everywhere. Neatness mostly depends upon the builder, 
and 

I would encourage a builder using either of the techniques to spend quite a bit of 
time considering the circuit layout before the soldering iron gets turned on. 


My first projects using ugly construction were indeed ugly. But, as one gains 
experience, a well diagrammed schematic can be followed across a board without 
too many odd or cumbersome joints. I like to follow right angle paths as much as 
possible and that lends to a fine looking finished project. 


I also think that ugly construction works better if one of the goals of the 
builder is 

compactness. I built a 20m Micro-mountaineer onto a 3" x 2" workspace. That 
could not have been done using Manhatten pads, but you're right Jim, I fortunately 
didn't need to trouble shoot it. Hi. 


I am quite indebted to Jim, if perhaps he doesn't know it. The neat layouts of 
his 
projects have challenged me to be just as neat with my own. Thanks, Jim. 


Lately, I have been using a variant of the Manhattan technique (I guess you could 
call it that) in my surface mount projects. I dremel the "pads" for the 
components.

The question was asked at a club meeting recently about CW with rigs like 
the RS HTX-10 and 2-meter FM. 


This is not a new idea and N5IB's article in the April 2000 QRP Quarterly 
got me thinking about other options. Several messages have shown up on 
QRP-L from time to time too. 


Having the functions provided by the various keyer kits seemed like a good 
idea. There are several options for kits and keyer chips that can be used 
as the main xenginex too. As a minimim, they all provide a keying output 
and a sidetone. One of my memory keyers is a K10 (now K10+) by K1EL. 
http: //k1el.tripod.com/ 


I hadn't read the downloadable manual for anything beyond the functions 
that I wanted to use. So I read the manual in detail to see what other 
features were provided by the keyer. One feature is the use of the keyer 
for HSCW in various configurations. And there it was! 


The G command. 


The K10+ x*G* command toggles keying from normal (N) to audio frequency 
(AF). The keyed output is used to control PTT and a delay is built in to 
keep the transmitter keyed between CW letters. Additional filtering for 
the sidetone and level attenuation is added to provide a clean signal at 
the proper level for the microphone input. The manual includes 
descriptions and illustrations to show you how its done. 


For a minimum investment, you can have a nice memory keyer that will key 
your regular rig and provide MCW for those rigs that don't have CW 
capability. Neat!

Don, 


I reply to your observation, but really to a person who some time ago 
made this a political issue, which is why I didn't answer lest it 
become an OT thread. A lot of interesting things could be said about 
international standards and ham radio, such as band allocations, and 
it might be a good idea to debate the issue in terms of them, rather 
than merely the format of dates, which seems a petty matter. 


Your point about place being a sufficient indication of function is 
obviously correct. However: 


a) That's not in fact the standard, which specifies as well the 
direction of the data, the use of digits to convey it, the number of 
these digits, a radix=10, and the use of Arabic numbers. A standard 
does not imply there are no other ways of doing things that may be 
useful or legitimate, but merely that for the sake of communications 
and economic efficiency there's need of a standard that is hopefully 
well-considered. 


b) There may be situations in which one can't or won't accept a 
particular standard, but that's not the same as rejecting standards 
merely because it is the fruit of bureaucratic decision making or not 
favored by the U.S. government, etc. It's only natural for those in 
power to impose their standards on everyone else, for that's in part 
what power means. They may get away with it at first, but in the long 
run there will be an accomodation, one way or the other. The object is 
not end up on the loosing end. Since I have no power or economic 
interest to speak of, I personally have nothing to gain by resisting 
the rest of the world. That others may feel differently is a personal 
matter and so hardly worth debating.

Folks : 


I recently purchased a Commercial Buddistick vertical for portable 
operation and have been 

wondering how much of an improvement in efficiency there would be by 
lengthening the 

relatively short bottom section of the antenna from 13" to 35" or even 
57" by adding 

one or two additional Buddipole 22" arm extension pieces. 


So, I got out my tape measure and loaded up AA6GLs Mobile.exe program 
for calculating 

efficiency etc. of mobile antennas (this software came with a recent 
version of the ARRL 

antenna book). I proceeded to "play" with the software to try out some 
what-if scenarios 

and my results are as follows. 


Note .. I made a few assumptions so I suggest that you interpret these 
results with a grain of 

salt (ie don't quote me on these). The only input variable to the 
program that I fudged was the spacing 

of the turns in the coil (I used the default .51 dia ) as the program 
did not appear to be happy with 

the close spacing of the turns on the actual Buddistick coil. So my 
suggestion is not to view these 

efficiencies as absolute but instead to focus on the % improvement by 
increasing the length rather 

than the absolute efficiency values. For ease of calculation I assume 
a ground loss of 0 % for all 

calculations so these results could also be viewed as ball-park 
theoretical maxes. 


Buddistick with 13" base section - 14.1MHZ efficiency 77%, 2:1 SWR 
bandwidth 131 KHZ 
Buddistick with 35" base section - 14.1MHZ efficiency 90%, 2:1 SWR 
bandwidth 234 KHZ 
Buddistick with 57" base section - 14.1MHZ efficiency 95%, 2:1 SWR 
bandwidth 346 KHZ 


Buddistick with 13" base section - 7.1MHZ efficiency 21%, 2:1 SWR 
bandwidth 40 KHZ 
Buddistick with 35" base section - 7.1MHZ efficiency 37%, 2:1 SWR 
bandwidth 48 KHZ 
Buddistick with 35" base section - 7.1MHZ efficiency 51%, 2:1 SWR 
bandwidth 57 KHZ 


So you can see as is, the antenna has the potential for decent 
performance as is but it 

appears that adding one or even two additional 22" base sections at 
US$20 each is 

well worth the cost.

P.S. 
Note that any vertical antenna physically shorter than 1/4 wavelength 
will have an impedance 

somewhere in the 20 to 40 ohm range therefore some means is required 
to match its 
characteristic impedance to a 50 ohm transmission line otherwise the 
SWR at resonance is 
likely to be in the 2:1 range. This probably explains why a number of 
people seem to complain 
about never being able to get a decent match with antennas like the 
MP-1 as well. 


This mismatch can either be handled by a tuner or via some sort of beta 
match at the base 

of the antenna (Lakeview sells the WD4BUM inductimatch coil for 
Hamsticks which should 

do the trick).

Hi Tracy. Keith here in the Depths of the Great Bergen Swamp 


One of the local club members has one, and it appears to be an 
autotransformer to allow tuning RF loads with impedances under 

20 ohms. Swan used to have one ages ago for their mobile 

antennas as did Collins for shipboard mobile whips (but the Collins 
model was NOT QRP by any stretch of the imagination!) 


Al is using his with a Hamstick on 40 Meters. It puts the load 
into the range that his autotuner will handle, and he covers all 
of the 40 Meter band with the antenna on a hatchback mount. 


The Swan model was a beauty. It was manual with a rotary 


switch marked in ohms. You would set it up for the anticipated 
impedance, and then the Pi-Net in the rig would handle the 
resulting stepped-up impedance. I seem to recall that the 

W2FMI articles in QST on shortened verticals used something 
similar to bring the 8 - 15 ohms up to something close to 50 ohms. 


My personal observation with Hamsticks is that this type of a 
unit is very helpful on 30 Meters and down (frequency-wise) . 
It would not be a big deal to wind one on either a ferrite or 
powdered iron toroid...
